The m em bers of the National Grange, 
which is to commence its annual session in 
this city to-day, arrived by yesterday’s 
overland trains, and were all safely housed 
last evening, the general headquarters of 
the m em bers being at the Golden Eagle 
Hotel.

AT T H E CAPITOL. 
At 7 o'clock in the evening the First A r­ 
tillery band gave an open-air concert in 
Capitol Park in honor of 
the Grange 
visitors. The evening was not uncom fort­ 
ably cool, and a large num ber of people 
hroDged the walks and lawns, listening to 
the music. The grounds were brilliantly 
illum inated, and (, picturesque scene greeted 
the eyes of the city 's guests on entering the 
grounds. 
An hour or more was spent by 
them in enjoying the concert before the 
time set for the eveut of the evening. 
In the Sergeant-at-Arm’s rooms adjoin­ 
ing tbe Assembly Chamber the State and 
Sacramento Granges had prepared a very 
attractive exhibit of California products— 
preserved fruits, nuts, raisins, cereals of all 
kinds, and green citrus fruits.

T ltE WELCOME. 
Mayor Gregory then 
ennonneed that 
General A. L. H art would deliver tbe 
formal address of welcome. 
Mr. H art 
said he knew of nothing which he could 
say on this occasion which would add to 
the hearty and spontaneous welcome which 
had been given to those of tbe Eastern 
States who are with us by the people of 
this city and by the people of California; 
but that it became necessary for him to en­ 
deavor to welcome them on behalf of the 
people of this city, and in doing so he be­ 
lieved he was speaking for the people of 
California. H e said this not because this 
is tbe center of population, but because 
it is the center of government. 
H erein 
this magnificent Capitol, built by the hard- 
earned capital of the people of California, 
bnill by the grangers and producers, it was 
fittine that this congregation of grangers of 
the United States should occur and here 
be 
welcomed 
by 
the 
people of the 
State. 
We were justly proud of the 
city 
in 
which 
we 
live, 
prond 
because of its accomplishment, 
proud 
because of its people, proud because of the 
beauties of the homeB and prond because 
of the accomplishments of its citizens. 
We 
have accomplished as much in the city of 
Sacramento as has been accomplished by 
any city in the United States ot an equal 
population. W e have constructed by our cit­ 
izens the railroad tbat to day spans the con­ 
tinent of America, and in our midst, as one 
of the distinguished citizens of California 
who have congregated here for the purpose 
of extending a welcome to yon, sits a Sena­ 
tor of the United States, whose strong arm 
and will and brains constitute one of the 
forces that has enabled you, during the 
mid-winter, to come here to our Golden 
State and eDjoy the splendid climate of 
which California boasts. 
We invite you to 
our homes to see the rich products of our 
soil, to exam ine the resources of our grand­ 
est of States, and extend our hand to lead 
you throughout the State of California. 


MASTEE BRIGHAM S SPEECH . 
T he 
next 
toast 
was "T he National 
Grange,” to which W orthy Master Brig­ 
ham responded. 
Mr. Brigham said ; “ I am satisfied from 
what I have observed since I have been 
present here in your city that if there are 
any citizens here who have any doubts 
about being able to pass 
through tbe 
Golden Gate some time in tbe luture, they 
hope, at least, if they are denied tbat priv­ 
ilege. tbat they may be permitted to re­ 
m ain during the endless ages of eter­ 
nity 
here in 
the city of Sacramento, 
or at least in the State oi’ California. I am 
to respond for the National Grange, and I 
will say that it is a National organization 
as it is named, and the representatives are 
from nearly every State in ibis great Un­ 
ion. You look about these walls and yon 
see the beautiful decorations. 
Yon see 
upon each banner tbe name of some 
of the States of this Union. 
If you 
will go up and down these tables and inquire 
of those wbo are present here, you w ill fiud 
from nearly every State a solid, substantial 
man accompanied by bis wife, a representa­ 
tive of tbat State. They have come hereto 
your city to legislate in the interest of this 
great farmer's organization. W e realizethat 
in this great country of ours there arc-many 
interests, but we are pleased to believe that 
agriculture is the foundation interest of 
this country, and we believe it is absolute­ 
ly essential to every other interest and ev­ 
ery profession that this foundation interest 
be carefully fostered and protected. 
We 
have some specific objects which we desire 
to accomplish. 
We do not desire to inter­ 
fere with other legitimate interests. 
We 
do not meet together and talk together 
for the purpose of driving down or inter­ 
fering with any legitimate interest of this 
country. W hen we ride across the country 
upon your great railway lines, we under­ 
stand well if this country is to be prosper­ 
ous in all departments, if our people have 
to work out the great destiny for which 
they 
were 
intended, and 
for which 
this 
continent 
was 
planned 
and 
created, we believe that every interest 
m ust be properly cared for, aud must have 
a lair and reasonable chance w ith the 
other interests of our country. 
We ask 
only that tbe men and women who are 
willing to labor and toil in the fields shall 
receive an honest share of the rewards of 
their own labor, and by a 
legitimate 
method and by conservative measures we 
intend 
to 
secure 
for 
the 
tarnier 
his 
wife, 
his 
sons 
and 
daughters 
this fair reward labor. 
W e recognize the 
fact that in this great republican Govern­ 
m ent of ours, it is necessary tbat the sover­ 
eign rulers be intelligent and qualified for 
work which they have to do, and there­ 
fore we recognize the necessity of cultivat­ 
ing the boys and girls, and educating them 
in the duties of American citizenship; and 
we in our gatherings teach them to in­ 
vestigate and to decide for themselves. 
And in doing this we are not interfering 
with any interests, but we are sending out, 
and will send out from these farm homes, 
strong, self reliant men and women, and 
in their haDds the interests of this great Re­ 
public will be placed. You may go tip and 
down these tables and you will find here 
every political sentiment represented except 
that of the Anarchist [applause], those op­ 
posed to law and order. You will find 
none of them here. These men own and 
love their homes, and their strong arms 
will be used at sdy time to preserve the 
law and sustain order in this country.” 
Mr. Brigham concluded his rem arks by 
reviewing the principles and objects of tbe 
Order of the Patrons of Husbandry. All 
are sisters and brothers. 
Its ranks were 
filled with men wbo were engaged on op­ 
posite sides in the great war of the rebell­ 
ion, but between whom all animosities and 
sectional prejudices bad been cast aside. 
They knew no banner and no flag except 
the starry banner that overshadowed them 
on this occasion. This organization had 
done 
more 
than 
any 
other 
to 
bring the people together in sentim ent. 
Thev had heard of the grand, big heart of 
tbe ‘Californians, and they were going to 
test it, and they expected to go hom e to 
tell to th*ir people—as did the Queen of 
old—that “the half had not been told.” 


“ CALIFOR NIA .” 
H on. Grove L. Johnson was called upon 
to respond to the above toast. Mr. John­ 
son began by eulogizing the 8tate and its 
people, and then said he would ask their 
Eastern visitors—after viewing its wonders 
and 
resources—if they would not feel 
proud to be citizens of California. 
He 
asked them to go with us. not in spirit, but 
in person, among its hills and valleys and 
mines, from whence was taken the gold 
that kept up the arras of the Union in the 
war of the rebellion, and m aintained the 
financial standing of the country. 
He 
would have them go over the 8tate from 
one lim it to the other 
and 
view its 
vineyards 
and 
orchards, from whence 
came 
the 
fruits 
they 
saw 
upon 
tbe tables before them . The oranges, the 
grapes, the raisins, the nuts, all came from 
the soil of California. 
Had Californians 
not a right to be proud of their State? 
He 
then called attention to the wonderful 
wine production of the State, also its prog­ 
ress in tbe way of raising live-stock, and re­ 
ferred to the recent great performance of 
the California-bred filly, Sonol. Speak­ 
ing of her public-spirited citizens, he paid 
Bn eloquent tribute to the labors of Senator 
Stanford in tbe cauee of education, and his 
unparalleled munificence in founding a 
great college wherein the youth of the land 
was to receive the training that would 
fit them 
for 
good 
and 
useful citi­ 
zens. 
Mr. 
Johnson 
spoke 
at con­ 
siderable length, in the coarse of which 
he referred to the Chinese enrse uoder 
which California had suffered so long, and 
his rem arks on this subject elicited loud 
applause. 
H e believed that if onr visitors 
could see Californians not only in the ban­ 
quet hall, but in their homes, their offices, 
their workshops and their schools, he was 
sure they would unite, one and all, in the 


claim that Californians had a right to be 
proud of their State. 


s e n a t o r St a n f o r d ’s 
r e m a r k s . 
The next toast was " The Pacific Coast,” 
and was responded to by United Siates 
Senator Lelsnd Stanford. 
Mr. Stanton: 
spoke in a very low tone of voice and was 
beard very imperfectly by tbe reporters. 
H e said that it was impossible for him to 
do justice to such a subject on an occasion 
like this. They were assembled in a city 
which was situated about m idway between 
the extrem e east and the extrem e west of 
our country. 
He felt rejoiced that while he 
«reí a Californian, a dweller upon the 
Pacific 
coast, 
he 
belonged 
to 
a 
country 
bounded 
on 
one 
side 
by the Atlantic and on the other by tbe 
Pacific, and he hoped in tim e to see it ex­ 
tending from the Equator to the North 
Pole. H e did not wish to be circumscribed 
by Slate lines, but to see one country as 
broad as it was long. California was not 
really a Granger State. Shegbad less than 
90.000 people—men, women and children— 
engaged in agricultural pnrsuits. Of that 
90.000 not more than 20,000 adult males 
cultivate tbe soil, and the women and 
children do 
not 
work 
in 
the fields, 
but 
tbat 
20,000 
raise 
food 
enough 
for 
all 
the 
people 
of 
the 
State 
and a 
large surplus. 
W hile planting 
trees and vines, and m aking m any perm a­ 
nent im provem ent, they have raised a 
million tone of wheat a year, enough to 
furnish bread for ten m illions of people, 
and have land enough to raise wheat for 
twelve m illions more. 
Not a very large 
part of onr people were engaged in agri­ 
cultural pursuits, and tbe great labor of the 
future would not be in agriculture. 
Im ­ 
provements in m achinery made it easy to 
fam ish 
the 
necessaries 
of life, and 
tbe occupation of 
the 
future 
would 
be 
to 
develop 
and 
supply 
wants 
of an intellectual character. 
Practically 
the men 
who 
labor to 
furnish the 
necessities of life were on a par with the 
wealthiest men of the country. 
They had 
all the comforts and m any of the luxuries 
of life, were well-fed and well-clothed and 
comfortably housed. There are m any to­ 
day who have luxuries where a few years 
since only the necessities were satisfied 
In the field of education there are great 
opportunities, and the wealthy men of the 
land are beginning to recognize this fact. 
In closing Senator Stanford welcomed the 
visitors cordially, referring to the neighbors 
of the East, and characterized tbe world, 
now, as one great neighborhood, for tbe 
fruits and blessings of one part of the 
world are easily accessible for every other 
part. 
M i c h i g a n ’s g o v e r n o r . 
The next sentim ent was “Onr Visiting 
Governors,” aud Governor Luce of M ichi­ 
gan was called 
u d o d to respond. The 
speaker said the Grangers had come here 
under unfavorable circumstaDces to appre­ 
ciate tbe good things of California. They 
had crossed barren deserts and rugged 
m ountains for days, and huDgered to see 
something green (green grass he meant), 
and early this morning, as they came down 
the western slopes of the Sierra Nevada, 
their eyes were greeted w ith verdure-clad 
fields. 
He paid a glowing tribute to the 
early pioneers of California, and congratu­ 
lated the people of California upon the 
grand developments that had been achieved 
since the days when the first tush of 
the gold-seekers occurred. 
The visitors 
were 
tliankfnl 
for 
the 
grand 
reception they had received at the hands of 
the people of Sacramento. California, they 
had learned, was grand all through, and 
they were prepared for alm ost anything 
wonderful. 
He then switched off upon 
the subject ot his own State, and said that 
as an all-round one he believed Michigan 
to be the greatest State in the Union. 
[Laughter.] 
The various 
resources 
of 
Michigan were then dwelt upon—her agri­ 
culture, her m ines of iron and gold, and 
her lum ber and other interests. B ut tbe 
grandest productions of Michigan are her 
men, her women, her girls and her boys. 
Tbe speaker closed 
with an eloquent 
tribute to the nation and all the States 
therein. 
T H E LADIES TOASTED. 
H on. Elwood B runer was then called 
upon to respond to the sentim ent of “Our 
Lady Visitors.” 
H e said he was not going 
to follow bis fellow-Sacramentans by talk­ 
ing of California. H e had heard notning 
but brag all the evening. It was all Cali­ 
fornia and Sacramento 
H e was glad to 
have a better subject—“Our Lady Visitors.” 
There was an organizaron represented here 
that gives to woman that which no other 
had conceded—equal rights with the men 
in its councils. 
He did not brag of the 
women of California, but of the nation. 
[Applause.] There were women present, 
he understood,from every State in the Union 
but four. 
There were present those who 
bad borne with their husbands the trials 
and responsibilities of pioneer life. 
W here 
the women are not, the men will not be 
w hat they should be. 


MBS. H A LE. 
Mayor Gregory then called upon Mrs. 
Addie H. Hale, of Connecticut, to respond 
to Mr. Bruner. 
[Unfortunately the lady 
was too far away to be heard by the re­ 
porter.] 
“ OUR COUNTRY.” 
8enator H earst was called upon to respond 
to the sentim ent, “Our Country.” The 
Senator was quite sarcastic at tbe expense 
of the other speakers, who had been so 
boastful of their respective sections of coun 
try. 
H e referred to the early operations of 
the m iners in the rivers and gulches of the 
State, and told the visitors from the East 
that they hardly realized es they cante 
down the slopes of the Sierra Nevadas and 
gazed down into tbe dep'hs of the American 
river at Cape Horn, that the gold that was 
sent from California in early days was dug 
from that and other rivers they had crossed 
in their journey. The gold distributed by 
California throughout the Union had revo­ 
lutionized the business of the country. To 
the m iners the farmers were indebted tor 
the means that enabled them to cultivate 
the soil and develop its giand resources, as 
represented before them . 


A GEORGIA GRANGER 
“The Patrons of the South” was the next 
toast, and was responded to by P. W. 
Kimbrough, ot Georgia. 
H e said the 
South is now a new South ; that she was 
developing m anufactures and other in­ 
terests and Industries, and extended tbs 
hand of fellowship to all portions of the 
Union. New ideas and new principles have 
been imbibed by the people of the South, 
and that section was m arching on to pros­ 
perity. They would take home kind re­ 
membrances of the treatm ent they had re­ 
ceived here at the hands of Sacramentans. 
All that he asked was that next year the 
National Grange be held in the South. 


CA LIFORNIA PATRONS. 
“The Patrons of the W est” was then 
offered, and the Mayor called upon Master 
E. W. Davis, of the California State Grange, 
to respond. 
Mr. Davis paid an eloquent 
tribute to the California Grangers and to 
the members of the O rder throughout the 
U nion. Its principles were of the high­ 
est and m ost ennob ling character. 


CONGRESSMAN m ’k e NN a ’s REM ARKS. 
Tbe next Bentiment proposed was “The 
Federal Governm ent.” Congressman Jo ­ 
seph McKenna was called upon to respond. 
He said he had understood that this was to 
be a reception to Grangers. If the spread 
be saw before him was a specimen of the 
way in which Grangers were treated he 
didn’t know but he should relinquish bis 
profession and become a Granger. H e 
might nave chosen a different subject on 
which to speak, had he been consulted. 
For instance, he could have taken Califor­ 
nia for his text, that he m ight have had 
something easy to enlarge upon and brag 
of. 
He m ight have liked to talk about 
Michigan, but be did not know w hat to 
think of her people whose Governor was 
running “ Luce” around the country. 
In 
conclusion Mr. M cKenna paid a warm and 
patriotic tribute to our country and its 
institutions. 


A VOICE FROM 
M A INE. 
The next regalar toas; was “The States­ 
men of the East," to which Governor Robie 
of Maine responded. H e was bappv to be 
here, and happy to be in California. 
He 
conld not boast of Maine as an agricultural 
S ate, but—as one of her soldiers replied to 
a Confederate during the war—she raises 
men. And, he would aod. she raises wo­ 
men. too. 
H e was glad to be here, and re­ 
m embered well the reception he received 
hern four years ago when he visited Cali­ 
fornia as a m em ber of the Graud A rm y of 
the Republic, Tbe visitors fully appreci­ 
ated the greatness and grandeur of Califor­ 
nia, and to-day they exoerienned the bene­ 
ficence and culture of California, and from 
tbe bottom of his heart he thanked the 


neopie of Sacramento on behalf of the vis­ 
iting Grangers. 


c o n g r e s s m a n c i.u n i e . 
Congressman Clunie—whom tbe Chair­ 
man referred to as the fifteen-year-old boy 
who was m ade twenty-one by au Act of 
legislation—spoke to the snbject of "O ur 
Boy.” Genera! Clnnie, after a happy ea:lv 
at tbe expuiti- of tbe Mayor, sain he felt 
proud tbat California had had foresight to 
appropriate the money necessary to enter­ 
tain the members of the National Grange. 
Californians are ju 'tly proud of their State, 
and it was not boasting to say that they are 
the most generous and hospitable people of 
the Union ; it was no reflection on the peo­ 
ple of other States to say this, as most of 
the Californians of to-day came originally 
from other States. The people of Sacra­ 
m ento bad been good to him in his boy­ 
hood, his youth and his m anhood, and he 
would never forget their good offices. 
He 
represented in Congress tbe Santa Clara 
valley, and he hoped the visitors would 
com eto that locality, where they would re­ 
ceive, in a twin city to Sacramento, equally 
as hearty a reception as nad been tendered 
them here. 


A SPECIMAN CALIFORNIA GRANGER. 
The last regular toast of the evening 
was “ the Good of the Order,” and was re­ 
sponded to by Hon. W illiam Johnston. 
H e thought the best thing they could do 
for the good of the Order would be to go 
home, as it was getting late. ODe thing 
he wanted them to understand was that 
this reception and welcome was not the 
work of California, but of Sacramento. 
Later on the State would be bappv to en­ 
tertain them , but tbe present affair be­ 
longed alone to Sacramento. On behalf of 
the Grangers, he wished to thank the peo­ 
ple of this city for their generous hospi­ 
tality. Referring to General Clunie’s pre­ 
tensions to being a Granger, the speaker 
said, humorously, that tbe gentlem an’s 
efforts in that direction bad, he feared, 
been confined to the sowing of wild oats. 
[Laughter.]

the alleged reason being th at Booth had 
acted in an ::••gentlemanly manner towards 
th e Polish actress. 
The dispatches went 
on to say th at this would break up the 
season’s engagements and result in very 
heavy financial loss to B arrett, whose 
money is behind the scheme of the com­ 
bination. 
T he next news telegraphed was 
th a t Booth simply replied to inquiries, 
th a t both the madame and him self were 
old enough to be grandparents, and that 
for him self his love-making days off of the 
stage were over. 
Now comes the m asterly 
work of the advertising agent in the form 
of em phatic denial from M adame Modjeska 
th a t she ever contemplated any such ac­ 
tion, th at she liad any cause of complaint 
against either of her partners or th a t she 
had ever made any expression justifying 
such an absurd story as had been sent 
abroad. 
Equally as em phatic denials are 
made by the other parties, and so the 
whole affair blows over. 
B ut the end of 
th e theatrical advertising sharp has been 
accomplished and the three stars made the 
subjects of a sensation, even at th e risk of 
injury to the reputation of one of them. 
If there was reason to believe th a t either 
of the three principals was privy to the 
trick, the severest condemnation should be 
visited upon the ofiender. 
W e prefer to 
lielieve that they had nothing to do with 
th e device and knew nothing of it. People 
who have attained such distinction in 
th eir profession, and who have so much 
of the public esteem and adm iration, can­ 
not be suspect» d ol resort to the vulgar 
device of advertising themselves through 
th e means of scandalous tales. 
B ut the 
instance has value in this, th a t it should 
serve as a warning to the newspapers of 
th e land, and ought to lead them to cut 
ou t any and all stories th at are floated 
into the telegraphic dispatches th a t have 
th e faintest odor cf scandalous advertising 
about them. 


W e trust th at ^Ir. Bonner is correctly 
reported as saying th at he will not take 
th e filly Snnol ont of the State as yet. 
I t 
is said that he replied to the inquiry of a 
reporter th at he did not th in k it would be 
ju st 
to M arvin, 
Governor 
Stanford’s 
train er of fast animals, to remove the 
m are from his hands at once, nor would it 
be fair to the people of California, who 
take such sincere pride in the splendid 
performance of the marc. 
I t is also grati­ 
fying to learn th at M r. Bonner does not 
propose to retire Sunol, but to develop her 
powers. 
Heretofore the purchase of a fast 
anim al by Mr. Bonner m eant its retiraey 
from the track. 
The world will concur 
w ith M r. Bonner in his congratulatory re­ 
marks, in which he pronounces Governor 
Stanford the foremost breeder of fine horses 
o f the day.

T H E C R O N IN CASE. 


P a n lin e H o r te li, a W a sh erw o m a n , G ives 
D a m a g in g T estim o n y . 


C h ic ag o , November 12th.—At the open­ 
ing of the Cronin trial this morning. State’s 
A ttorney Longenecker offered 
the hair 
which the experts had exam ined in evi­ 
dence, but did not offer other specimens, 
such as the blood stains and pieces of wood. 
Forest, for the defense, demanded that 
the chips be put in also, and that the hair 
be left in the custody of the Clerk. 
This led to a bitter dispute between the 
opposing counsel which was finally dropped, 
and salesman Hatfield, who sold the furni­ 
ture to “ J. B. Simons,” was called to the 
witness chair. He positively identified the 
frame of the satchel found in the sewer 
Friday as corresponding in eize with one 
which he sold to “ Simons,” and that the 
m aterial of the cover and of the handle 
were the same. Ttie frame was adm itted 
in evidence. 
Pauline Horteli, a washerwoman, testi­ 
fied that she passed the Carlson cottage be­ 
tween 8 and 0 o’clock on the night of the 
m urder. 8he saw a white borse drawing a 
buggy, in which there were three men, 
driven up to the cottage. The larger man 
got out of the baggy, and, taking a satchel 
or box out of the buggy, entered the cot­ 
tage. The driver of the white horse at 
once turned around and drove back toward 
Chicago. 
The witness then stated that she 
heard some one crying, " 0 , God,” and 
then the sound of a hard blow and of some­ 
body falling. 
M cKinnon said B nrke’s ticket to Liver­ 
pool bore the nam e of W. C. Caspar. 
After 
a tim e he adm itted bis name was Burke 
and that he was sometimes called Oeleaney 
Burke. 
H e said he came lrom Michigan, 
where he bad been working. 
H enry Plauslie, a salesman in a shiit 
store in Chicago, testified that the m orning 
after the m urder a man came into the score 
and bought a shirt, when he asked if the 
salesman thought the sleeves were large 
enough, Plauslie suggested that he take off 
his coat and be measured. The m an re ­ 
fused in a disconcerted m anner to do this. 
Then he took the shirt and went across the 
street, returning soon after with another 
man, 
younger and smaller, who 
also 
bought a shirt. Plauslie said his first cus­ 
tomer was the prisoner, and he identified 
the photograph of Cooney, “The Fox,” as 
the other. 
The Chief of Police testified as to the talk 
he had with Dan Coughlin abont May 23d 
or 24th, asking the detective where he was 
on the 24th. Coughlin said fie could not 
exactly remember, and when asked about 
the m an be sent over to Dean's to get the 
rig, he told the stOry about a visitor from 
Hancock with a letter from his (Coughlin’s) 
brother. 
A long wrangle took place over the test! 
mony of Daniel Brown, an ex-policeman 
and ex-member of the Clan-na-Gael. The 
State’s A ttorney said he propcsed to show 
that in 1885 this witness had moved the 
appointm ent of a comm ittee to try Cronin 
for treason, and that a committee from dif­ 
ferent camps was appointed, aDd 
that 
Conghlin was a m em ber of that committee, 
and that Cronin was found guilty of trea­ 
son and expelled. 
In the course of the talk the lawyers got 
this m atter mixed np with Cronin's alleged 
trial for the reading of the report of The 
committee to try the triangle (Sullivan, 
Feely and Boland) in Buffalo last year. 
Finally, Forest said, "Now, we are not 
here to apologize for Alexander Sullivan, 
or to defend him . but we protest th at the 
prejudice which exists against him should 
not be allowed to have been brought 
against our clients. I protest against any­ 
thing against Mr. Sullivan being intro­ 
duced in this case. So far as counsel here 
are concerned, we are willing to say, ‘To 
perdition with Alexander Sullivan, if they 
want him sent to perdition.’ 
W e are not 
his friends; we do not represent him , bat 
what we protest against is that the preju­ 
dice existing against Alexander Sullivan 
should be heaped upon the heads of those 
poor men who had nothing to do w ith that 
trial.” 
Foster said: 
“Counsel for 
the State 
seems to expect toconvict my client, Baggs, 
because he was a friend of Sullivan. 
I 
subm it to your H onor you are not going to 
convict these men upon evidence that thev 
are the friends of Alexander Sullivan. If 
he had been a black sheep, if he is guilty 
as they say he is, why do they not indict 
him ." 
The State’s A ttorney said ; 
“ If some of 
his dupes will tell us the facts and truths 
we will get indictments against him w ith­ 
out delay. W e propose to show here that 
notw ithstanding Sullivan walks the streets 
of Chicago, that four years ago this very 
same m an who was on the Executive 
Committee and charged with fraud and 
the appropriation of these funds, prosecu­ 
ted Dr. Cronin, and that this m an Cough­ 
lin was on the committee trying Dr. Cronin 
ffr witing a circular that reflected on Alex. 
Sullivan's character.” 
Judge McConnell finally announced he 
would hold the m atter under advisem ent 
until to-morrow. 


L IV E L Y TIM ES. 


T h e TV. C. T . U. S e e m s to H a v e R e c o m e 
a P o litic a l O rg a n iz a tio n . 


C h ic a g o , November 12th.—In the W om­ 
an’s Christian Temperance Union, this 
morning, the am endm ent to the Constitu­ 
tion forbidding partisan political action 
came up on motion for adoption. It was 
argued at length, pro and con, Mrs. J. Ellen 
Foster, of Iowa, supporting the motion, 
charging the Convention with partisanship 
in aspersing the Republican leader. The 
motion was defeated by a heavy majority. 
At the afternoon session, Mrs. S. Clem­ 
ents, of Pennsylvania, read a paper on 
“Purity in Literature and Art.” 
Mrs. Singwall, of Missouri, spoke on 
“Narcotics.” She treated more particularly 
of the evil effects of cigarette smoking, and 
suggested the best way to fight the narcotic 
was to teach the children. 
Miss Gertrude Ferguson, of Kentucky, 
read a report on “ Flower Missions,” w rit­ 
ten by Miss Jennie Cassidy, of Kentucky. 
Miss Jennie Sm ith, of Maryland, Super­ 
intendent of the railroad mission work, 
told about what had beeu done during the 
year. 
Mrs. S. A. McClees, of New Jersey, read 
a report on "Soldiers and Sailors.” She 
announced that President Harrison had 
sent out an order forbidding the sale of 
liquor by sutlers. She complimented Gen­ 
erals Schofield and Howard because of 
the examples of total abstinence they set 
lor their inferiors. 
The Convention adopted a vote of thanks 
to the Generals. 
Mrs. E. N. Peters read a report on work 
among lumbermen and miners. 
W ith a view to ascertain what sort of wo­ 
men were present in the Convention, Miss 
W illard asked all that had been school­ 
teachers at any time to rise. Of the 467 
delegates present 379 rose. All who had 
been Saobath-school teachers were asked to 
rise, and every delegate in the Convention 
rose. 
General Clinton B. Fiske made a brief 
speech. 
He said Vice-President Morton is 
a good m an to have on prohibition. The 
party needed his fame and fortune. Gen­ 
eral Fiske said he would be glad to have 
Vice-President Morton lead in the reform 
movement by taking steps to have the 
grogshops under the Senate Chamber abol­ 
ished. General Fiske concluded with a 
few eulogistic rem arks about Mrs. Hayes. 
Dr. Kate Bushnell read a report on 
“Sabbath Observance.” The mem orial to 
be presented to Congress already has 69.000 
signatures. 
Rev. Annie H . Shaw, in a report on 
"Franchise," said the canse of woman s 
suffrage had made great gains during the 
year. 
W oman suffrage plaDks bad been 
placed in the Constitutions of Idaho, Mon­ 
tana, North and South Dakota, and de­ 
feated only on technical grounds in the 
other States. 
Mrs. Ada Bittenbender reported on legis­ 
lation and petitions. 
Mrs. B. Caret's report of the National 
Temperance Temple, to be erected in Chi­ 
cago at a cost of $1.100,000, said stocks 
am ounting to $542,000 had already been 
subscribed. 
Mrs. Rounds, Pr»side»t of the Illinois 
delegation, called the attention of the Con­ 
vention to the notice of the amendm ent 
which she offered at the Convention in 
New York last year, to be voted on at this 
Convention. 
Mrs. Rounds said she would 
withdraw this because it bad been m util­ 


ated in printing. She announced the rad­ 
ical position of the Illinois Union, and 
read the following resolution, which was 
passed at the last State Convention almost 
unanimously: 
“Resolved, That we once m ore declare 
our gratitude that the principles for which 
we combat are embodied in a party plat­ 
form, and that we will continue to lend 
our influence to that party which promises 
protection to our homes, and that we still 
m aintain the position taken last ypar, and 
that it is the sense of the Illinois W. C. T. 
U. that no m em ber has a right from the 
public platform to antagonize its policy or 
denounce the party to which our influence 
is given.” 
Mrs. Carolina B. Buell denied the state­ 
m ent that the m em bership of the national 
organization has decreased. She said it 
had increased about 5,000 duriug the past 
year, basing her estimate on the Treas­ 
urer’s report. 
At the evening session the Executive 
Committee announced it had the consid­ 
ered charges preferred against the National 
officers bv Dr. W eeks Burnet of the Tem ­ 
perance Hospital, and returned a resolution 
declaring the National officers were alto­ 
gether w ithout blame in the matter. 
The event of the session was the report 
of the Committee on Resolutions touching 
the non-partisan question. 
The majority 
report said : “W e believe it is vital to 
temperance reform that the principles of 
prohibition be made the dom inant issue in 
American politics. 
We therefore give onr 
approval to that party only which declares 
in its platform for prohibition in the State 
and Nation and stands in action for its ap­ 
plication to the law .” 
The m inority report was bronght in by 
Mrs. Mattie M. Bradley, of the Iowa dele­ 
gation, and read as follows : 
“ That the recent am endm ent contests 
demonstrates the need of more persistent 
and 
persuasive educational temperance 
work among all classes of people. The re­ 
sults of these several contests having given 
ns practical proof that success in the effort 
for the overthrow of the legalized liquor 
traffic can only be assured where the intel­ 
ligent conviction s of the people are in favor 
of prohibition, and that defeat is certain 
where 
such 
convictions 
are 
lacking; 
therefore, resolved farther, that as the 
forty odd departm ents of the W. C. T. 
U. work are for 
no 
party, 
but 
are 
for 
the 
education of 
the people in 
the truths of total abstinence and prohibi­ 
tion, and as we have in onr mem bership 
women whose differingpolitical preferences 
lead them to sym pathize with and support 
different political parties, therefore it is un­ 
just and unwise for this organization to 
pledge its influence, support or allegiance 
to any political party—unjust, because if 
this organization is non-partisan, as our 
President has lately declared, such pledge 
of influence, support or allegiance repre­ 
sentatively given interferes with the indi­ 
vidual freedom of any and every member 
to prefer and work for the political party 
of her choice; unwise, because in the practi­ 
cal carrying out of that pledge our reli­ 
gions and educational work is subjected to 
party lim itations and antagonized by dis­ 
astrous partisan opposition.” 
Mrs. Foster and Mrs. Bailey spoke in 
favor of the adoption of the m inority re­ 
port. 
Mrs. Clara Hoffman spoka against its 
adoption. The m ajority report was adopted 
by alm ost a unanim ous vote. 
The Iowa delegates alone voted in favor 
of the m inority. 
At the closing session of the W. C. 
T. U. 
National 
Convention 
to-night, 
after the voting 
down 
of the m ino­ 
rity report on the 
non-partisan ques­ 
tion, Mrs. J. Ellen Foster aros? and read a 
long protest on behalf of the Iowa delega­ 
tion, setting forth that they bad m et with 
rebuffs and insults until forbearance had 
ceased to be a virtue. 
At the conclusion of 
the reading the entire Iowa delegation left 
the hall, leaving behind Mrs. Carhart, who 
was not a m em ber of the delegation regu­ 
larly. 
Mrs. W illard spoke briefly about the 
bolt, saying this was the outcome which 
had long been expected, and that the for­ 
bearance of the W. C. T. U. in the m atter 
had no equal in history. 
The Convention then adopted a resolu­ 
tion authorizing the Executive Committee 
to immediately take steps tore-orgauize the 
Union in Iowa

SANITARY TOPICS. 


F a cts from tlie R eport o f th e Secretary 
o f th e State Board of H ealth. 
D r.G .G . Tyrrell, Secretary of the State 
Board of H ealih, reports as follows for the 
m onth of October : 
Reports received from 101 localities, with 
an estim ated population of 846,300, give 
th e num ber of deaths at 1,007, w hich is a 
percentage of 12 per thousand in the 
m onth, or an annual m ortality of 14.4, 
w hich is a slight increase over the preced­ 
ing two m onths, but sufficiently low to in­ 
dicate a very favorable condition of the 
public health. 
Reports received 
from 
107 localities 
throughout the State indicate an absence of 
any epidemic disease. They show, how­ 
ever, that intestinal disorders prevail to a 
considerable extent, and a m arked increase 
of respiratory affections is apparent in the 
counties bordering on the coast, and in the 
higher altitudes. 
Sm all-pox.—Dr. R. W . Baum, of Placer- 
ville, reports that he was called to see two 
patients in a family about seven m iles from 
Flacerville, and discovered that they had 
varioloid. The disease was supposed to 
have been prim arily carried from Carson 
Valley, but in so m ild a form that the par­ 
ties did not deem the advice of a physician 
necessary. They however returned hom e 
with the eruption upon them , and fourteen 
days afterward the patients to whom Dr. 
Baum was called developed the disease. 
Fortunately they lived ofl from the public 
road, and Dr. Baum has taken so much 
precaution to have them properly isolated 
and quarantined that an extension of the 
disease beyond its present lim its is very 
unlikely. 
No other cases were reported 
w ithin the State duriDg the m onth. 
Scarlet fever was quite prevalent in San 
Francisco; it was also reported in several 
places. 
In Alameda the H ealth Officer, 
Dr. T. J. McLean, believes the disease to 
have been spread by the carelessness of 
parents in perm itting children having the 
disease in a m ild form to attend school, no 
physician being called to these cases, and 
consequently not reported to the H ealth 
Officer, as they should be. In Alameda, 
the Board of H ealth has very properly 
passed an ordinance requiring a placard 
to be placed conspicuously on every dwell­ 
ing containing any case of scarlet fever, 
diphtheria or small-pox, m aking it a penal 
offense to remove such notice until all dan­ 
ger of infection has ceased. 
This precau­ 
tion is em inently proper, and should be 
adopted by every Health Board and H ealth 
Officer in the State. 
Such notification of 
disease would save m any lives, and be an 
efficient means of arresting the spread of 
these disorders when otherwise they might 
become epidemic. 
As the evidence increases of the purely 
local character of diphtheria in its inception 
and the great probability of the destruc­ 
tion of the infecting m aterial by germicidal 
remedies imm ediately applied, the urgent 
necessity of calling in a medical m an in 
every instance of sore throat to determine 
its character is apparent, the arrest of the 
disease being dependent upon the early 
recognition of its character. 
If delay is 
perm itted and tim e given for the poisonous 
deposit to be absorbed into the blood, 
systematic infection takes place, all the 
deleterious effects of the disease are en­ 
countered, and its power of m ultiplication 
correspondingly increased. Early recogni­ 
tion is the first step towards stam ping out 
diphtheria. 
Typhoid fever was noted in a great m any 
places. 
In Los Angeles very m any cases 
occurred in the orphan asylum , which 
m ay be attributed to defective sewerage, or 
other local causes. 
Our rem arks in the m onthly circular of 
last m onth, regarding the contagiousness 
o f consum ption, and the undesirability 
of inviting 
its victims 
to this coast, 
seem 
to 
have 
given 
great 
um brage 
to our Southern neighbors, who 
seem 
to look upon the solicitude of the State 
Board of H ealth for the sanitary welfare 
of the State as a direct blow at their pros­ 
perity, and an endeavor to prevent the im ­ 
m igration of diseased Dersons into their 
m idst. The State Board has no such desire 
or pow er; it can only advise the public of 
the danger incurred from the promiscuous 
m ingling of consumptives with healthy 
people, which is its duty. M. Delargy, in 
a paper contributed to the Journal Hygiene, 
points out that certain m ountain regions 
in Europe, formerly exem pt from phthisis, 
have now become infected since intercourse 
w ith cities and phthisical localities have 
been furnished, and considers the crowding 
together of a large num ber of phthisical 
cases, in the most healthy localities, will 
soon have an unfavorable effect upon the 
purity of the atmosphere. 
Indeed, it may 
be said that consumption is never con­ 
tracted except by contact, by association, or 
by living in close proxim ity. The length 
of tim e consum ed bv phthisis before prov­ 
ing fatal enables it to infect all susceptible 
persons coming in contact with it, hence its 
great danger when not isolated. Cadeac 
and Malet, by experiment, proved that 
tubercular m atter will retain its virulence 
ten m onths after drying. 
Dessication, or 
drying of the sputa, seems to be the most 
effective way of dissem inating the disease. 
Cornet found, th at of three hundred and 
eleven anim als inoculated w ith the dust 
scraped from 
the 
rooms 
occupied by 
phthisical patients, that one hundred and 
sixty-seven died soon after; of these one- 
fifih were found to be tuberculous. H e 
says, further, that a phthisical patient, to 
be innocuous, m ust never, under any cir­ 
cumstances, expectorate upon the floor, or 
into a handkerchief, bnt always into a spit­ 
toon cup containing water, which m ust be 
disinfected and frequently changed. The 
danger of contagion front consum ption is 
not exaggerated; preventive measures are 
as applicable to the Southern as they 
are to any other part of California, and the 
State Board of H ealth would be derelict in 
its duty if it did not point out this fact and 
call public attention to the necessity of 
c a u tín in dealing w ith it.

HOME FROM WASHINGTON. 


A ttorney-G en. Johnson Com bines B usi­ 
ness and P leasu re at W ashington. 
A ttorney-G eneral George A. Johnson has 
retu rn ed Irom W ashington, D. C. 
M r 
Jo h n so n w ent to W ashington for th e p u r­ 
pose o f m oving to advance on the calendar 
of th e U nited S tates S uprem e C ourt th e 
celebrated N aegle case and railroad tax 
cases. 
A t th e sam e tim e h e com bined 
business w ith pleasure by takiEg part in 
th e T riennial Conclave of 
th e K nights 
T em p lar, Mr. Jo h n so n occupying the ex ­ 
alted position of G rand G eneralísim o of 
th e G rand C om m anoery of California. 
Mr. 
Jo h n st n, in conversation w ith a R ecord 
U nion reporter at h is office yesterday after­ 
noon, s a id : 
“ I have been absent from the State just 
forty days, and had a pleasant time. The 
cases were advanced on the calendar, but 
no day was set for their hearing. At the 
next session of Congress the President will 
till the vacancy on the Supreme Bench 
caused by the death of Justice Stanley 
M atthews, and then the Court will set a 
day for the argum ent of the cases, which 
will probably be duriDg the latter part of 
December or some tim e in January. W hile 
in W ashington I heard the name of Judge 
Cooley, a m em ber of the Interstate Com­ 
mission, prom inently mentioned for the 
Justiceship. 
“ I consider the Naegle aDd tax cases the 
most im portant on the docket ot the United 
States Supreme Court. In the East the 
killiug of Judge Terry was being discussed 
at this late day, and the importance of the 
Naegle case is folly understood there. The 
record of this case, which makes a large 
volume, and which I had printed in W ash­ 
ington, gives a full history of Mrs. Terry’s 
trouble with Senator Sharon aud the kill­ 
ing of Judge T trrv. Pictures of the knife 
aDd pistol which belonged to Judge Terry 
are included in the record. There were 
but few copies of the record printed, uwing 
to the cost of its publication. Associated 
with me in W ashington in this case is 
counsel engaged by Mrs. Terry. 
I shall be 
occupied for some time in the preparation 
of an elaborate brief, which I will present 
to the Court to show that the State has 
jurisdiction in the case. For this purpose 
I will have to go to W ashington again.” 
Mr. Johnson declared that the Conclave 
was a grand affair, and he believes that 
there is no city in the Union where a Con­ 
clave can be so successfully held as in 
■Washington. 
Pennsvluania avenue was 
owned by the Sir K nights on the day of 
the parade, in which no less than 17,000 
participated. The California Commanderies 
came ic for the linn’s share of the atten­ 
tion paid. 
They were constantly called 
upon by various State Commanderies. 
At 
the banquet tendered to the Grand E n­ 
campment of the U nited States Mr. Jo h n ­ 
son had the honor of being one of the ten 
gentlemen called upon to respond to toasts.

GROW TH OF TH EIR FAITH . 


P resid en t H arrison Visited by a Com m it­ 
tee o f C atholics. 
W ashington, November 12th.—A com­ 
mittee from the Catholic Congress in ses­ 
sion in Baltim ore waited ou the President 
this m orning by appointm ent and pre­ 
sented him with an address. The Presi­ 
dent received them cordially and listened 
carefully to the reading of the address. 
The latter read as follows : 
“ Representing in measure ten m illions of 
our fellow citizens, who share in the bless­ 
ings and the privileges of this Govern­ 
ment, devoted to its Constitution and laws, 
this Congress desires to voice and em pha­ 
size the loyalty and fidelity of the Catholic 
people of the United State3 to the republic 
and its institutions, as well as their respect 
for the chiet magistrate of the nation. On 
the centennial establishm ent of episcopal 
authority in these United States the Catho­ 
lics of America are in their first Congress 
assembled. 
W hile rejoicing in the m ar­ 
velous growth of their faith on this soil and 
returning grateful thanks to God, they 
therefore feel the occasion em inently fitting 
to voice also their heartfelt rejoicing over 
the perpetuity and the solidity of our civil 
institutions, 
the 
development of 
the 
spirit of religious liberty and tolerance, 
and the m aterial progress and prosperity of 
our country, and through you to express to 
our fellow-citizeus of this great republic in 
the spirit of unity aud brotherly love. 
We 
desire, while pursuing the dictates of our 
conscience in serving God, to m arch hand 
in hand in prom oting the best interests of 
our common country and the welfare of 
society. Tbe Congress bids this committee, 
while conveying to you expressions of its 
respect, to say that it would be a gratifying 
pleasure and privilege to have the honor of 
welcoming you to its session in Baltimore.” 
In reply, the President said he appre­ 
ciated the compliment paid him by the 
visit, as well as the truth of the sentim ents 
expressed in the address in regard to the 
fidelity of the Catholics of the United 
States to the Constitution and laws of the 
country. 
H e regretted his official duties 
would prevent him attending tbe sessions 
of the Congress, but he thought he could 
promise them that he would be present at 
tbe opening of the Catholic University in 
this city to-morrow.

COAST NAVY YARDS. 


A R um or Tluit Mare Island's Capacity 
W iil B e Increased. 
W ashington, November 12th—It is not 
at all sure that the site selected for a navy- 
vard in Puget Sound,W ash., will be finally 
agreed to. 
It has leaked out to-day that 
Secretary Tracy has referred the report of 
the Commissioners to Commodore W hite, 
Chief of Yards and Docks, for hi9 opinion 
thereon, and that the latter gave it, and 
severely commented on the report. 
Just how far he criticizes the site selected 
is not known, as the Commodore will not 
talk and Tracy is in the same hum or; nor 
is it known whether W hite recommended 
the non-selection of the site, but from an­ 
other source it is learned that Secretary 
Tracy will probably recommend that no 
new navv-yard be established on tbe Pacific 
coast, but that Mare Island Yard be in- 
fcreased to meet any emergency and be the 
only yard on the coast.

A PreacLer Murders His Ufa and 


Son and Then Suicides. 


SILLING OF A CALIFORNIA LION.

H O K K IB L E TRA G ED Y . 


A San .Joaqtiiu P re a c h e r’s C rim e—Tw o 
M u rd ers a n d a S uicide. 
Stocktok, November 12th.—One of the 
m ost horrible tragedies th at has figured in 
the crim inal annals of the State was en­ 
acted at a farm house near Loekeford, a 
sm all town about seventeen m iles from 
Stockton, early this m orning. By it three 
people lose their lives, two by the hand of 
another, and one by his own act. 
O. A. Ross, aa itinerant Congregational 
m inister, m urdered his wife and little son 
w hile they were sleeping and then blew out 
his own brains. 
E arly this m orning Constable Dial of 
Loekeford telephoned to Coroner Beede a 
brief fact ot tbe killing and the Coroner at 
once departed for the locality. 
A Call re­ 
porter arrived at Loekeford about noon and 
w ent im m ediately to tbe hou3e where the 
trageay occurred. The m urderer and his 
two victims had not yet been disturbed, 
but were in the sam e position as when fi st 
discovered. 
The scene was so ghastly as to almost 
baffle a description of its horror. 
In a bed in one corner of a sm all room 
lay tbe three bodies in a pool of blood. 
The woman lay on her back with one 
band slightly outstretched, while the man 
lay in a half recuuibeot attitude, his head 
resting against the head of the bed, while 
between them lav the boy. 
Not even the faintest sign of a struggle 
could be noticed, proving conclusively how 
sw ift death must have been in each case. 
The bed clothes were snugly tucked about 
th e forms of the m an and woman and 
soarcelv disarranged. 
The little boy lav on his side, his face 
resting on his arm and turned tow ard his 
father. In the hand ot tbe unnatural 
father was clutched the agent of m urder, a 
self-cocking bulldog revolver. 
The pistol contained five chambers, fonr 
of which were em pty. An exam ination 
showed that tbe boy had been shot twice, 
the first wound being in the right cheek 
and the other shot had been fired into his 
left temple, the ball passing through tbe 
head aud coming out near the right ear. 
The woman was shot in the left temple 
over the eye, the bullet lodging some place 
in the head. T he m urderer had placed the 
weapon to his right temple, the ball comiDg 
out near the left ear. 
By degrees as the people gathered arouDd 
the reporter was enabled to gather some of 
the particulars relating to the horrible af­ 
fair. 
0 . A. Ross and Clara H am m ond were 
m arried at Loekeford, eighteen years ago, 
against the wishes of the girl’s parents. 
Ross was then about 40 years of age and 
his wife a mere girl. 
Ross was pastor of 
the Congregational Church when he first 
became acquainted w ith his future wife, 
she attending his church. 
H e began pay­ 
ing her attentions iu spite of tbe opposition 
of her parents, and the upshot was their 
marriage. 
H is salary as pastor was not a m unifi­ 
cent one. and he was too shiftless to work, 
so him self and family led rather a poor 
life. Finally his wife, who was finely edu­ 
cated, began teaching school to support 
herself and children and also her w orth­ 
less husband. 
Instead of growing better Ross grew 
worse. Preaching was not very hard work, 
but he soon tired of it, and finally quit it. 
W hen he m arried he was an Odd Fellow 
in good standing, and member of a local 
lodge, but he was soon suspended, failing 
to pay his dues, and was never reinstated. 
H is wife soon came not only to loathe 
him , but to fear him , and tried to separate 
peaceably from him , but she never took 
any steps toward obtaining a divorce, but 
tried to avoid him as m uch as possible, at 
tim es taking up her abode with relatives. 
H er husband used to visit her there, but 
his company became so distasteful to his 
wife, who stood in great tear of him , that 
he was finally ordered to discontinue his 
visits ; 
hut he continued to see h¡3 wife, 
and would endeavor to induce her to live 
w ith him again, but she always refused. 
In the course of her duty as a school 
teacher, Mrs. Ross went to H um boldt 
county and h er worthless husband followed 
her there, aud they lived together. He 
finally adopted the profession of book 
agent and went into business peddlm g Bi­ 
bles, visiting his wife at intervals. 
Mrs. Ross returned to Loekeford a short 
tim e ago and secured a school about two 
m iles from the town and went to teaching, 
hoarding w ith the family of F rank Foster, 
a farmer, near the school-house. 
About two weeks ago Ross came to 
Loekeford and went to see his wife and had 
a long talk w ith her, the purport of which 
was th at she would live with him again, 
but she still refused, and he went away. 
Last Sunday he again came back, spending 
the day in Loekeford and talking with 
m any of his old acquaintances. 
Monday 
afternoon he went to his wife’s school and 
aocompanied her hom e to Foster's. 
He 
spent tbe evening there in conversation 
w ith his wife, and in the presence of Fos­ 
ter’s family was polite and iriendiy. At 
night he went to bed, himself, wife and 
little boy occupying the same couch. 
Tbe folks in the house heard Ross and 
his wife talking after they went to bed, but 
he did not appear angry. 
They were still 
talking when the others went to sleep. 
A bout five o’clock this morniDg Foster 
was awakened by a succession of pistol 
shots in the room occupied by Ross. Foster 
rushed to the door of the room, and not 
know ing just exactly w hat was the matter, 
he had his own pistol cockfd. As he 
E 
usked the door open a fearful sight met 
is eyes. The m oonlight stream ing in the 
window cast a sickening gleam over three 
persons whose pillowed heads showed gap­ 
ing wounds from which the blood was 
spurting. 
A ll were dead save tbe woman, whose 
feeble groans were the only evidence ot life, 
but in a second these were husued and 
Foster founa him seif alone w ith three 
corpses. 
The smoke was yet curling from the 
weapon 
which 
the 
m urderer 
held 
tightly in his right hand. 
By this time 
tbe whole household was alarm ed, and 
leaving the others to watch, Foster hastened 
to report to the officers. 
The room in which the tragedy was com­ 
m itted is located in the southwestern part 
of the house, the windows at the south and 
west. The southern window-curtain was 
draw n, but the western window-curtain 
was np. 
A pparently the moon furnished all the 
light required by the m urderer for his pur­ 
pose. Some tim e during the night, about 
12 o'clock, perhaps, Foster had heard Ross 
get up and go outside, presum ably after a 
drink of water. At that tim e, probably, 
he had got the weapon from his pocket and 
placed it where he could get it when he 
should have decided that the tim e had 
come for him to commit the deed, lor

In doing the shooting Ross did not arise 
from the bed. 
His clothing was some 
little distance away, on a chair, aud be 
m ust have had the weapon close at hand. 
He had simply raispd up in bed, thrust the 
pistol to his wife’s head and pulled the 
trigger. 
Evidently the shot had awakened 
the little boy, who turned, whereupon the 
father shot him . As before stated, one 
shot entered the boy’s cheek. 
Apparently 
afraid that he had not done the work prop­ 
erly, the inhum an father had fired again 
at the boy, and this tim e there was no 
doubt about the deadiiness of the work, 
when, without a m om ent’s hesitation, for 
hardly a second elapsed between the shots, 
R os3 placed tbe weapon to his own head, 
and expired as soon as his victims. 
Upon arriving at the scene, the Coroner 
impaneled a jury from the crowd which 
had collected and held the inquest. The 
verdict upon the woman was that she met 
her death from a pistol wound inflicted by 
a weapon in the hands of dw ell Allen 
Ross, her husband. 
A sim ilar verdict was rendered on tbe 
eight-year-old boy, A rthur. 
Iu Ross’ case, 
a verdict of death by his own hand was 
returned. 
Two bullets were found in the bed, one 
having passed through Ross’ head and the 
other through the boy’s head. 
It was late in tbe afternoon before the 
corpses were touched. 
Then the ghastly 
work of cleaning up began. 
Mrs. Ross was well connected, being the 
daughter of John Ham m ond, a well-to-do 
farmer. 
From the H am m ond girls are 
the wives of George 8. and Dr. Locke aod 
0. 0. Norton. Mrs. Ross was well spoken 
of by everybody, and all with whom the 
reporter conversed had kind words to say 
for her, and laid the whole blam e on Ross, 
whom all agreed was as shiftless and 
worthless a tellow as ever disgraced so­ 
ciety. 
M r”. Ross was aged 36 years. 
Ross was 
aged 57 years and a native of M assachu­ 
setts. 
It is said that a brother of Ross is a m er­ 
chant in San Jose. Constable Dial tele­ 
graphed to San Jose, but was informed 
that no person answering to the descrip­ 
tion of Ross’ brother lived there. 
Six children was tbe result of the union of 
this ill-mated pair, four having died, A rthur 
m aking the fifth. The rem aining child is 
Nellie, a girl about lfi years of age, who is 
living with friends of her mother. 
The rem ains of tbe m other and son were 
taken in charge by Mrs. Locke, sister of the 
deceased, who will attend to the burial 
The interm ent will he made in the private 
burial-ground of Locke, a short distance 
from Loekeford. 
W here Ross will buried is an unsettled 
question, as the people of Loekeford are so 
highly incensed that they declare he shall 
not be buried there if they can prevent it. 
There are two cemeteries in Loekeford, 
one owned by the Odd Fellows and the 
other by the M ethodist Church Association. 
Several Odd Fellows declared to the re­ 
porter that under no circumstances would 
Ross’ burial be tolerated in their cemetery. 
Other citizens state as positively that they 
wiil not allow it to be made in the Methodist 
Cemetery, but they forget that they cannot 
help themselves if the Coroner so decides. 
The rem ains of Ross were convevcd to 
the undertaking rooms of George Owens, 
and there to aw ait the disposal of the 
C o r o n e r . _____________

M eeting o f th e E xecutive C om m ittee of 
th e S tate B o ard o f T rad e. 
San F rancisco, November 12th.—The 
Executive Committee of the State Board of 
Trade met to-day at its Market-street head 
quarters. Vice-President H . W. Ilyington 
of Santa Rosa presided. 
Senator Caminetti of Am ador was pres 
ent for the first time as representative troiu 
that county, which has just affiliated with 
the State Board. 
A comm unication from the San F ran­ 
cisco Chamber ot Commerce asking for an 
expression of opinion as to the advisability 
of organizing a Pacific Coast Chamber of 
Commerce was read and discussed. 
W. H . Mills spoke of the action already 
taken in regard to form ing a Pacific Coast 
Chamber, and said for his part he favored 
the project as one very desirable for the 
best interests of the coast. 
It was his u n ­ 
derstanding that a m eeting to further con­ 
sider the m atter is called by commercial 
bodies for the 19th. 
The opposition of the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce to this project was 
referred to, and it was explained that this 
opposition was due only to constitutional 
restrictions of the organization. 
Subsequently Secretary Davies read an 
invitation from the tem porary organization 
of the proposed Pacific Coast Chamber, in ­ 
viting the State Board to send delegates to 
the meeting of the lilth. On motion, W. 
H. Milis, Richard Gird. J P. Morrissey, 
John P. Irish and M. M. Es ee were ap­ 
pointed as such committee. 
On motion, all local Boardsof Trade were 
asked to co-operate with tbe grange organ- 
izilioDS throughout the State in entertain­ 
ing the National Grange people when they 
go about the State. 
The programme of trips about the coun­ 
try was commented upon. It was stated 
that of the $10,000 appropriated by the 
Legislature for the National Graoge m eet­ 
ing, $9,500 has already been made use of in 
the arranged plans, and that Senator Stan­ 
ford has come forward and agreed to give 
financial aid as well as transportation fa­ 
cilities. 
A series of rulps for the traveling show. 
‘‘California on W heels,” were read and 
adopted. By these Joseph McDonald is 
made Superintendent, and is given full 
charge of the entire exhibition. 
S. G. 
Matties, of I,os Angeles, is appointed first 
office; E. G. Franquelin. second officer; G. 
High, advance agent; E. G. N orthup, ster- 
optican, and A. K. Ketchum, cook. In ad­ 
dition a conductor. Major Liuck, and a por­ 
ter will be appointed by the Southern P a­ 
cific. 
The rules say emphatically that 
nothing whatever shall be sold from the 
cars, and specify regarding tim e for recep­ 
tion of visitors, kind of literature to be 
given out, etc. 
Speaking regarding the rnles, Mr. Mills 
said that Beveral tons of special editions of 
newspapers have been offered, not all of the 
sort desired. 
If all were taken a special 
car would have to be set apart for the lit 
erature. The greatest care m ust be taken 
in all reading m atter giveu out from the 
cars that there shall be no m isrepresenta­ 
tion, for the State Board has now a reputa­ 
tion for reliability, which care m ust be 
taken to cherish. 
General Chipman, of Red Bluff, of the 
Special Committee on F ruit Growing, pre­ 
sented a detailed reportshow ing thegrow th 
aud development of the fruit industry in 
California, and its present and future im ­ 
portance. The report contained in forty- 
five typewriter pagts wa3 an elab' rate one, 
relating to profits, distinct advantaees of­ 
fered over other regions of the United 
States, the outlook, the climate, varieties of 
fruit grown, etc.

D enver (Col.), November 12'h.—A Du­ 
rango (Col.) special to the Republican-News 
reached here to-day of the quarrel of “Old 
H atch,” Chief of theP iutes, aud “Cowboy” 
and his seventeen-year-old orother, sons of 
“Old W ash,” of the Southern Ute tribe, on 
the Bine M ountain range, near a place 
calied Double Cabins. 
The quarrel orig­ 
inated over a Navajo olanket which “Old 
H atch” accused “Cowboy” of 
stealing. 
“Cowboy" denied it. and one word brought 
on anotáer until “Old H atch” started for 
his gun, whereupon “Cowboy” and his 
brother shot him dead. 
The Piutts present then turned npon the 
m urderers and killed both of them . This 
caused a commotion among the Piutes, 
who pulled camp and scattered, leaving 
their dead lying on the ground where they 
fell. 
The Southern Utes, however, returned 
and gathering a large pile of logs placed 
“Cowboy” and his brother thereon, together 
with their guns aud other personal eflects, 
and cremated them , at the same tinte 
killing twenty four of his horses. Tbe 
latter ceremony was according to tradi­ 
tion, the Indians believing Ilia' in so doing 
they assist in sending the spirits of the 
dead Indians 
to 
the "happy hunting 
grounds.” 
Fifty Piules are r.ow assembled in the 
Blue M ountains, and one hundred war­ 
riors front the southern tribe have gone to 
meet them , and it is believed a bloody bat­ 
tle will take place in a few days.
